Corps  of  Engineer  District  -  ENG  DIST  (Col  8  &  9)  -  This  field  will  contain 
a  2-digit  code  for  the  Corps  District  in  which  the  vessel  is  domiciled. 

See  Attachment  1  for  definition  of  district  codes. 

Vessel  Net  Register  Tonnage  (NRT)  (Col  10  -  15)  -  This  field  will  contain 
6  numeric  characters  that  specify  the  NRT  of  a  particular  vessel.  The 
NRT  is  defined  as  the  volume  of  space  available  for  the  accommodation  of 
passengers  and  the  stowage  of  cargo  expressed  in  units  of  100  cubic  feet 
for  each  net  register  ton.  The  NRT  is  recorded  on  the  vessel's  registration 
papers  or  it  can  be  determined  as  the  difference  between  gross  tonnage  and 
the  volume  of  space  used  for  the  accommodation  of  the  vessel  master,  officers, 
crew,  navigation  and  propelling  machinery  expressed  in  units  of  100  cubic 
feet  per  ton.  The  NRT  should  not  be  confused  with  a  tonnage  capacity 
because  it  simply  expresses  a  volume  capacity  for  passengers  and  cargo. 
Depending  on  the  type  of  cargo  being  transported  the  tonnage  that  can 
be  stowed  in  the  volume  of  100  cubic  feet  will  vary  although  generally 
speaking  the  total  tonnage  capacity  should  not  exceed  three  times  the  NRT 
of  the  vessel.

In  order  to  expedite  the  processing  of  a  special  request  it  is 
suggested  that  the  data  request  be  documented  in  a  letter  or  some  other 
transmittal.  This  facilitates  the  handling  of  such  requests  in  WCSC. 

If  computer  processing  or  a  significant  number  of  WCSC  manhours  is  required 
to  satisfy  the  request,  WCSC  will  prepare  a  cost  estimate.  The  requesting 
office  must  send  a  check,  money  order,  or  government  transfer  of  funds  to 
WCSC  before  the  requested  data  can  be  sent. 


ITEM  -  9  :  The  Reporting  Responsibility  for  Commercial  Waterborne  Transportation 


Generally,  any  company  engaged  in  commercial  waterborne  transportation  is 
responsible  for  reporting  to  the  Waterborne  Commerce  Statistics  Center. 
Companies  moving  vessels  on  U.S.  waters,  with  the  following  exceptions,  should 
report: 

1.  Movements  of  recreational  vessels. 

2.  Fire,  police  and  patrol  vessels. 

3.  Movements  of  vessels  exclusively  engaged  in  construction  (e.g. 
piledrivers  and  crane  barges).  Movements  of  supplies,  materials  and  crews  to 
or  from  a  construction  site  must  be  reported. 

4.  Movements  of  dredges  to  or  from  the  dredging  site.  However,  movements 
of  dredged  material  from  the  dredging  site  to  the  disposal  site  must  be 
reported. 

5.  Movements  of  tug  boats  shifting  large  ships  in  channels  and  harbors  if 
moves  are  les3  than  one  mile. 

6.  Movement  of  towboats  engaged  in  fleeting  activities  if  tne  move  is 
less  than  one  mile. 

Except  for  the  six  cases  above,  all  vessel  moves  should  be  reported, 
including  all  towboat  moves  with  or  without  barges  in  tow,  all  empty  and 
loaded  barge  moves,  and  movements  of  newly  constructed  vessels  from  the 
shipyard  to  the  point  of  delivery. 

Vessel  operation  reports  are  used  by  vessel  operating  companies  to  report 
pertinent  vessel,  date,  orgin/destination,  commodity  and  tonnage  information. 
Tnese  data  are  collected  in  confidence  and  are  not  released  outside  the 
Federal  Government  in  order  to  maintain  the  confidentiality  of  proprietary 
information.
